Monkey In The Orchard

The “Orchard Monkey” — It is manoeuvred into positio’ 


By BOB BURANDT 
(Central Press Canadian 
Correspondent) 

PORTLAND, Ore.—Newest wrin- 
kle in the vast fruit orchards of the 
U.S. Pacific northwest is a gadget 
that’s a cross between a carnival 
roller-coaster ride, a crow’s nest on 
a whaling schooner and a helicopter. 

This new whatsit of the apple and 
pear valleys is appropriately named 
the “orchard monkey”. 

A fruit-picker at its controls can 
do practically anything in a tree that 
his alleged simian cousins can, ex- 
cept tail-swinging. 

What the new mechanical fruit- 
picking machine amounts to is a la- 
bor-saving device that will enable 
one man to easily do the work of 
three or even four ladder-equipped 
men, depending on the variety of 
fruit to be picked or the type of 
trees to be pruned or thinned, 

The “orchard monkey” consists of 
a broad steel platform, with wide- 
spaced rubber-tired wheels to main- 
tain stability. Mounted on this plat- 
form are two extendable steel booms, 
whose length in operation ranges 
from horizontal, a short distance 
above the ground, to a maximum 
vertical position of 21 feet. 

At the end of each boom is a cir- 
cularly enclosed metal platform 
which resembles the. lookout crow’s 
nest on a ship more than anything 
else, although not as large. 

A man about to start picking 
fruit, or to do some thinning or 
pruning, climbs into the “crow’s 
nest” at its lowest horizontal posi- 
tion. 

Immediately in front of him, on 
the railing. of the enclosure, are six 
push-buttons, 

By pressing these, the picker can 
extend or shorten the boom, thus 
moving himself in or out of the tree 
branches; up or down, or from side 
to side. 

Movement of the picker is gentle, 
but swift, and all motion is cushion- 
ed by the hydraulic mechanism, 

The booms swing through a 225- 
degree arc, providing more than 
enough flexibility to reach all neces- 
sary picking positions. Pickers can

On a 20-foot spacing of fruit trees, 
with the “orchard monkey” placed at 
the proper cross point, pickers can 
each work half of two trees without 
moving the machine. The other 
halves are picked when the rig is 
moved around to the next row, 

A ladder picker, on the other hand, 
might have to reset his ladder five, 
six or seven times in order to pick 
one tree. 

Around the rail of each “crow’'s 
nest” are hung six picking sacks, 
into which the picker .drops_ the 
frnit. The filled sacks are laid into 
a trailer, which is pulled along be- 
hind the machine, 
turn, is unloaded by swampers. 

The “orchard monkey” is not used 
to completely pick a tree, since from 
25 to 40 per cent. of the fruit is of- 
ten low enough to be picked from 
the ground, 

Four men comprise a standard 
crew, two in the ‘‘crow’s nest”, two 
on the ground to operate the tractor 
which pulls the machine and to pick 
the bottoms of the trees. 

One test on apples showed that 30 
acres could be picked by four men in 
17 days with the “orchard monkey”, 
but it took 12 men with ladders to 
pick that many acres in the same 
time, 

In a recent experiment at Oregon's 
Williamette Valley cherry orchards, 
four men and one of the machines 
proved they could do the work of 16 
ladder-equipped pickers,

D. Leo Dolan, director of the Canadian Travel Bureau said 


recently. He made the prediction 


as the Bureau of Statistics came 


out with revised figures showing Canada did an unprecedented 


tourist business last year. 


Month by month records are being) 
shattered, the government director 
said in an interview. Influx of Unit- 
ed States travellers is continuing to 
swell, Tourist cash registers are 
singing the merriest tune in the in- 
dustry’s history. 

On a rough basis, said Mr. Dolan, 
Canada should be able to get about 
$300,000,000 in American dollars 
through tourist trade this year, 

That would be about 10 per cent. 
more than the industry obtained last 
year when it licked its fingers and 
counted up $270,000,000 in receipts 
from U.S, tourist customers, 

The gain last year was 12 per cent. 
—a little higher than the expected 
1949 increase—over the 1947 receipts 
of $241,000,000. 

The 1948 receipts left Canada with 
a new profit of $149,000,000—biggest 
in history—made possible by a drop 
in Canadian travelling in other coun-

Mr, Dolan said in his interview, 
that one good indication of the in- 
dustry’s health was in automobile 
traffic. Most Americans came to 
Canada by car. In July there was 
an increase of 11 per cent. over the 
same month a year ago, 

Another indicator was in the num- 
ber of queries reaching the Bureau 
itself from the U.S. Last year the 
Bureau answered 275,000 letters. 


Holds Back 
Reforestation 


The common deer mouse is holding 
up British Columbia’s reforestation 
program, according to a report from 
the B.C. Research Council. 

Tests have shown, the report 
states, that when logged or burned 
areas are artificially seeded, so many 
of the seeds are eaten by mice that 
hand planting of nursery raised 
seedlings is cheaper. 

If damage by mice could be pre- 
vented, direct seeding would speed 
reforestation and reduce the cost. 

The council, in co-operation with 
the B.C. Forest Service, is investi- 
gating the problem, The manner by 
which the mice detect the seeds is 
being studied and possible means for 
preventing the mice from eating 
them are being treated. 

The problem is not restricted to 
British Columbia. The council is 
keeping in touch with research in 
Eastern Canada, the Pacific North- 
west and elsewhere so that new de- 
velopments can be utilized as rapidly 
as possible,

Says Drugs 
Valueless In 
Severe Hay Fever 


There still is only one satisfactory 
method of treatment for hay fever, 
it is stated by Dr, William A, Oitlle 
of Toronto in an article—‘That Mis- 
erable Complaint—Hay Fever’’-—in 
the current issue of Health, official 
magazine of the Health League of 
Canada, 

And that method consists of at- 
tempting to desensitize the patient 
by giving repeated injections of in- 
creasing doses of a solution contain- 
ing the protein extracted from the 
particular pollen that causes the per- 
son's symptoms, “This method of 
treatment is the only one that helps 
the severe case, especially those as- 
sociated with some asthma,” Dr. 
Oille writes, adding that “as some 
20 per cent. of patients do at some 
time develop asthma, it {s important 
to try to prevent this complication.” 

The writer states that so far this 
type of desensitization treatment 
only helps the individual for the year 
that it is carried out, and only rare- 
ly does it result in more permanent 
cure, However, most clinics or prac- 
tising physicians treating large num- 
bers of hay fever patients achieve 
excellent results in some 75 per cent. 
of patients by this method. Any 
symptoms persisting after treatment 
are nearly always quite mild and 
can be almost completely relieved by 
the addition of drug therapy. 


In discussing skin tests as a means 
of diagnosis, Dr. Oille says use of 
these tests is only of confirmatory 
value as they are often misleading 
inasmuch as there are Many persons 
whose skin gives a reaction when 
tested with extracts of these foreign 
proteins, yet the patient has never 
had clinical symptoms due to this 
agent. On the other hand there are 
individuals who have true allergic 
clinical symptoms, yet the skin tests 
are negative 

He is of the opinion that skin 
tests should be carried out by some- 
one experienced in their execution 
and interpretation, then considered 
in association with a carefully ana- 


| lyzed history. 


Of treatment of hay fever suffer- 
ers by drugs, Dr, Oille says that in 
general, this type of treatment will 
control mild cases, and partially re- 
lieve the moderately severe patients, 
but is of little value in the more se- 
vere cases,

The cloud is deep, with tempera- 
ture at the bottom near freezing, and 
internal temperatures at higher lev-| 
els dropping all the way from 25 to 
30 below zero Fahrenheit to as much}

as 70 below. The top of the cloud} 
must always be cold enough to pro- 
duce quick freezing of water, 


When the cloud top, as seen by 
radar, gets to a temperature of 
about 50 degrees below zero Fahren- 
heit, it begins to collapse downward 
The collapse is rapid—as much as} 
800 feet per minute Rain comes} 
out of the base at temperatures be- 
tween 45 and 50 degrees above zero. 

Lightning flashes begin when the} 
cloud reaches its maximum height, |

NEW YORK—A flying peril which 
may be solved by the new science Of 
cybernetics, which is substitution of 
electronic for human brains, was 
presented to the Aecro-Medical asso- 
ciation.

Engineers Are 
Doing A 
Wonderful Job 


CHESTER, England. — A _ giant 
floating “vacuum-cleaner”, pumping 
day and night is scooping up tens 
of thousands of tons of sand from 
the tidal marshes of the river Dee. 

Saturated sand is shot through 
two miles of pipes and spilled out 
on the soggy shore near Shotton, on 
the Cheshire side at the head of the 
estuary. The poured sand is com- 
pacted into the firmest of buildin 
foundations. A blast furnace and 
coke ovens will be built on it. 

Netherlands engineers are doin 
the job, They are using octets 
developed in reclaiming parts of the 
Netherlands’ Zuider Zee. Experts 
hail the Dutch know-how as 6f un- 
told importance in future develop- 
ment of marshy wastes elsewhere in 
Britain. 

The tides move in at high speed 
over the Sands of Dee, the setting of 
Charles Kingsley’s famous ballad. 
But most of the time large areas 
form dry pastures. 

The Netherlands’ engineers ett 
in their apparatus on a high tide 
and anchored it, When the water re- 
ceded the steel blades of a 1,060- 
horsepower rotary pump began suck- 
ing sand to a depth of 60 feet below 
sea level.

Reclamation men say the Nether- 
lands technique can be used to create 
farmlands as well as industrial sites 
out of marshland,

Irrigation Dream 
Coming True To 
Alberta Farmers’ 


LETHBRIDGE, Alta. — Water, 
the farmer's life blood, is a $20,- 
000,000 business in southern| 
Alberta. That's the estimated 
cost of an enormous, sprawling 
irrigation plan that is expected 
eventually to banish the spectre 
of drouth from 500,000 acres of| 
southeastern Alberta's dry land. | 


The dream of Alberta farmers for 
half a century, the St. Mary-Milk 
river project will cover a large part | 
of the arid pallister triangle in the 
south and east part of the province. 
Farmers from Lethbridge to Medi- 
cine Hat will benefit from water| 
from the project, 

Work on the plan got under way 
in 1946, but it will be many years| 
yet before it is finally completed. | 

When finished, the undertaking 
will draw on the Waterton, Belly, St. 
Mary and Milk rivers and will cover) 
507,449 acres, About 120,000 acres 
are under irrigation now, but they | 
are fed by four long-established ir- 
rigation systems. 

Between 300 and 400 men are at 
work on the miles of canals, dams, | 
and water mains that make up the 
project. No definite estimate has 
been made as to when the plan will 
be completed. 

Construction is under the super- 
vision of the dominion and Alberta 
governments, who have poured more 
than $2,500,000 already into the maw 
of the giant undertaking. 

Key to the entire system is the 
St. Mary river dam, now about half 
built and slated for completion next 
year, Constructed from tons of rock, 
clay and gravel, it will be the big- 
fest earthern dam in Canada, 

Earth fill for the dam now towers 
105 feet in the air, and monstrous 
machines are hauling clay and gravel 
into the dam at the rate of more 
than 15,000 cubic yards daily. It will 
cost $5,250,000 and when completed 
will impound 320,000 acre-feet of wa- 
ter, 

The St. Mary system will comprise 
the earth fill-in, a river diversion 
tunnel, an irrigation tunnel, a con-| 
crete spillway and an elaborate out-| 
let control works. The river diver- 
sion tunnel was completed little more 
than a year ago and now is in use.

‘Intensive Campaign To Keep 


Trained Canadians In Canada 


The Labor Department has fired 
what it termed the “opening gun in 
an intensive campaign” to keep 
trained Canadians in Canada, 

The department released a letter 
from Arthur MacNamara, Deputy 
Minister of Labor, to the heads of 
all Canadian universities, In the let- 
ter Mr. MacNamara discussed plans 
for the placement of the 1950 uni- 
versity graduating class, 

“The graduating classes of 1946, 
1947 and 1948 fell considerably short 
requirements of employers, 
and it was not surprising, therefore, 
that the exceptionally large class of 
1949 was, to a large extent, readily 
absorbed,” said Mr. MacNamara. 
“The proportion of this class. still 
seeking employment is gratifyingly 
small, 

“When the class of 1950 graduates 
next spring, in numbers approxi- 
mately equal to those of 1949, its 
members may face a more difficult 
situation. Many employers will have 
reached a degree of saturation in 
their recruiting programs, and it is 
becoming necessary therefore to ex- 
plore every means of finding new 
employment opportunities.” 

There were undoubtedly some 
thousands of medium-sized and small 
companies and organizations which 
as yet given little thought to 
positions university graduates might 
fill on their staffs. Many such em-

jtive means of reaching them was 
through their own alumni magazines, 

Mr. MacNamara suggested that 
universities include in their alumnt 
publications a statement of the probs

MORE PEOPLE WORKING 
ON THE LAND 


Livestock in Britain is on the in- 
crease. This is revealed in figures 
published recently by the Ministry 
of Agriculture which are taken 
from the census. giving farming 
Statistics. These show the portion 


| in June of this year for crops and 
' agricultural workers as well as for 


livestock. Compared with a year 
ago, there are now 886,000 more 
sheep and lambs, 340,000 more cat- 
tle and 488,000 more pigs. Poultry 
flocks have increased from 52 mil- 
lion to almost 61 million. The cen- 
sus also shows that more people 
are working on the land. The ag- 
ricultural labour force expanded 
during the twelve months under 
review from about 740,000 to more 
than 750,000. Amount of land un- 
der cultivation is now some 10% 
million acres. Of this about 6 mil- 
lion are devoted to wheat, barley 
and oats, another one million pot- 
atoes, 412,000 to sugar beets and 
58,000 to linseed. There are now 
ten million acres of grassland and 


3% million of temporary pasture.
